N Tuesday, December 8, the 
Feast of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, Pope Pius XII will for- 
mally inaugurate the Marian Year. 
The true purpose of the Marian 
Year—to inspire men to holiness 


and to foster greater devotion to}. 


the Mother of God—will best be 
realized through demonstrations 
and devotions on diocesan and 
parish levels everywhere. 

This statement is contained in 
a letter sent to Ordinaries 
throughout the world by Archbish- 
op Luigi Traglia, Vicegerente of 
Rome, who has been appointed 
president of the committee named 
by His Holiness Pope Pius XII for 
the observance of the Marian Year. 

Contained in the letter are five 
general suggestions for diocesan 
and parochial Marian Year activi- 
ties. They are: 

1) To examine the possibilities 
of establishing social works or ac- 
tivities “dedicated to the Immacu- 
late Virgin which may remain as 
a living monument of her centen- 
ary.” This is particularly true and 
fitting, in view of the objective of 
the Year—“to rekindle the senti- 
ment of charity between Chris- 
tians, who should consider them- 
selves as brothers.” 

2) To make Marian sanctuaries 
better known to the faithful, es- 
pecially those shrines which are 
nearest at hand and which have al- 
ready acquired wide fame as cen- 
ters of devotion. 


$) To organize lectures and ser- 
mons, perhaps in every parish, 
which will be catechetical and for- 
mative in character. 

4) To foster the spreading of 
Marian books among the faithful. 

5) To take every possible occas- 
ion so that those who are broth- 
ers in the Faith and sons of Mary, 
and are now suffering persecution 
for justice’s sake, are not forgotten. 

The letter to the Bishops was 
followed by the release of a spe- 
cia) Marian Year prayer which 
was personally composed by the 
Pope. He is scheduled to read it 
himself at ceremonies in the Basil-
